was founil to be in llaines. Tiie idarrii was 
sounded the lire department turn.'.d out; 
numerous streams o) water were thrown iiiio 
theburriinii buililing, and >.rter an hour or 
two of work, the fire was e.vtingnished. 
Several sioies on the first floor of the thea- 
tre, were ■.neatly damaged by water. The 
entire Kiss was about S20,000.

Later from China—Partial Sacoess of the 
AUlea— The Taku Forte to be Attack- 
ed. 

From the San Francisco ilfi'nor of ^ ov. 
28tb, we take the following synopsis of news 
from China. It will be seen that thu allied 
forces have gone to work at last, and have 
gained important positions ; 

Dates to the 10th of August had just been 
Teceived at Hongkong from the seat of war, 
from which we learn that the allied force, 
nunibering 12,000 strong, landed at Pehtnng. 
ten miles iiorlli of the Peiho, on the 1st. 
There was no resistance ; and the town, con- 
taining 20,000 people, was taken (luielly. 
'The people were compelled to leave, ami 
lhe troops were quartered m their liousi;s. 
The only fort in the place was garrisoned by 
•A boy, and armed with two wooden guns ! 
On the evening ol the 2d, a largo body of 
Tartar cavalry was seen, and on the Jjl an 
allied force of 1,000 strong was sent lo drive 
Ihem away. This allied force soon came 
^pon a body of 5,000 cavalry, who received 
them, at a mile distance, with a fire of gm- 
rrals-apparently the only arti.llery the i-ne- 
my ha,l. This fire was returned by two 
■email rilled French f.eUl pieces, which loll 
short. The allies had four or five killed and 
ten or eleven wounded. The Tartars were 
not touched. Some British artillery was sen 
for but eio it arrived the Tartars had retired 
to an entrenched camp, which contamed 
lo 001) Tartar cavalry. The British oliicers 
•sp^ak well of the appearance of the enemy 
—their manccuevring was cood and there 
wa" no confusion. The I'ekTn Gazette calls 
this a ■' glorious vict'irio." 

Pehlaii" will be the bas.f of operation.*. 
The couii'lry about appears to be a sea of 
mM. On thi.s, narrow stone pathways are 
<,on«lriicted, which the Tartars guard with 
iheir Ion" giuL-aln, mounted behind earth- 
work- liut for these the Takee Forts have 
no protection in the rear.
